whoroin said mat io adapted to b e unfolded to provido a f i rst surfaco upon which 
tho a uso f- may st a nd or plaoo - articl es to bo protect e d from tho contaminated s urfac es 
and a s e cond curfaco for l ying on tho contaminat e d surface s. 

2. (currently amended) The [[A]] carrying bag of acc ocs ory according to claim 1, 
wherein said foldable mat is adapted to be folded so as to prevent cross-contamination of 
said first surface with a soiled second surface.

4. (currently amended) Ihe [[AJ] carrying bag of accessory according to claim 1, 
wherein the said fold a bl e mat comprises three panels, to comprisod of a first, socond, 
and third panol, whoro i n cold the first panel being [ps]] attached to the bottom external 
surface of - tho oarrying bag , and the satt second panel being hinoedlv ic hing e ably 
attached along side edges to the said first panet and to the third panel . 

wherein the upper surface portions of the second and third panels are in inwardly 
facing relationship to each other when the mat is in the folded configuration e aid - third 
pano l is hingoably attach e d to caid cocond - pan el , and whoroin said panels ar e 
dotachob l y rota i nod by magnotc whon in th e fold e d - otato and whoroin said fo l dab l o mat io 
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adopted to bo foldod so as to prevent croco contamination of said first surfaoo with a 
s o i led s e cond surface . 

5. (currently amended) A sanitary mat for placement on a floor bv a user, in 
combination we with a bag having a bottom portion, comprising: 

a plurality of panels of an at least semi-rigid nature, the panels adapted to provide 
an unfolded configuration having an upper surface adjacent the bag for the user to stand 
on or to place articles upon and an opposing lower surface to contact the floor 

wherein one of the panels is adapted to be attached to the bottom portion of the 
bao in both the unfolded configuration and f eta i nors for ho l ding said mat in a rota i nod 
folded configuration [[;]] 

a mat attached to th e bottom portion of th e b a g - 

wher e in s aid mat is ina r e tract e d stale under th e bottom portion of the bag; 

whoroin sa i d mat is adapted so that at l east a portion of caid mat can bo dotractod 

from tho bottom portion of tho bag to a posit i on adjacent tho bag for uoo; 

whoro i n sa i d mat has a bottom portion for rooting on a - floor; and 

whoroin said mat hao a top portion for stand i ng or placing art i c l es on . 

6. (currently amended) The [[A]] sanitary mat according to claim 5, wherein; 
the plurality of panels consists of three panels. 

the first panel being adapted to be attached to the bottom portion of the bag, and 

the second panel being hinaedlv attached along side edges to the first panel and 
to the third panel, 

wherein the upper surface portions of the second and third panels are in inwardly 

facing relationship to each other when the mat is in the folded configuration 
sa i d mat is furthor comprised of: 

a first panol port i on attachod to tho bottom portion of tho b a g having a first sid e 

and a second s id e- ; 

a cocond pane l portion attachod to said f i rst pan el portion having a first s i d e and a 

cocond o i do; 

a th i rd pano l portion attach e d to caid cocond panel port i on having a first oido and a 

cocond sid e.

8. (currently amended) [The [[A]] sanitary mat according to claim 5 [[6]], wherein the 
panels i n said rotroctod otato, said fir s t, cocond and third panol port i ons are stacked on 
top of each other in the folded configuration wid e r th e bottom port i on of th e bag . 

9. (currently amended) The [[A]l sanitary mat according to claim 5 [[6]] wherein the 
panels are in adjacent planar relationships the floor in the unfolded configuration in-said 
det r act e d ctato said socond and third panol portiono aro adjaoont tho - bottom portion of 
th e bag and adapted to l ay flat on a floo f - surfac e. 

10 (currently amended) The [[A]] sanitary mat according to claim 5 [[6]], further 
comprising magnets arranged on the panels to retain the panels in the folded 
configuration whoroin in said r e tractod ctato, said first, second and third - pano l portions 
aro dotachably attaohod w i th magnoto . 

11. (currently amended) The [[A]] sanitary mat according to claim 5 '[[6]], further 
comprising a tab portion on a side edge of one ottachod - to - a - l e ngth of said th i rd panel 
portion , said tab portion adapted to be grabbed or stepped on. 

12. (currently amended) The [[A]] sanitary mat according to claim 5, wherein the 
lower surface said bottom portion of caid mat does not cross-contaminate the upper 
surface sa i d top port i on of sa i d mat in either the folded or unfolded configuration said 
rotractod or dotraotod stat e s *

15. (currently amended) The [[A]] carrying bag of daim 1 aooo oo ory accord i ng to 
claim 13 , wherein said mat is removably attached to the bag. 
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16. (currently amended) The [[A]] carrying bag of claim 1 aeooooory according te 
claim 13, wherein the panels are integrally formed caid mat is of a o i ngle - p i oco 
construction .

18 (new) The carrying bag of claim 2, wherein the mat comprises three panels, the 
first panel being attached to the bottom external surface, and the second panel being 
hingedly attached along side edges to the first panel and to the third panel, 

wherein the upper surface portions of the second and third panels are In inwardly 
facing relationship to each other when the mat is in the folded configuration. 

19. (new) The carrying bag of claim 1 , wherein the retainers for holding the mat in the 
folded configuration comprise magnets. 

20. (new) The carrying bag of claim 18, wherein the retainers for holding the mat in 
the folded configuration comprise magnets. 

21 . (new) The carrying bag of claim 1 , wherein the mat is fixedly attached to the bag 
such that a first panel of the mat serves as the bottom of the bag and the lower surface of 
the first panel is the bottom external surface. 
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
